But we never hear of 
records at bridge, and by ‘‘ records,” 
writea Cut Cavendish. in the: Daily Tela. i 
graph, [ mean extraordinary hands and 
results, Yet: cyoryone who has played 
much must hive met with ab least some 
very romerkable : inciderits, 1: know I 
have; and though I do not claim to be 
specially fayoured in. this’ respect, still, 
some of my own exporiances’ may not 
prove altogether uninteresting to ‘card- 
players. They have at any rate, como 
under my personal observation, and are 
in nu ‘sense fairy tales, I hope that 
these few experiences ioay bring othera in 
their train from other players, when an 
interesting chapter on bridge wil] have 
been added to the literature on the game:
